If liussiit's aims are peaceful she has a 
[intent method of her own for disguising 
them. She is massing a large army upon 
the Austrian and German frontier that 
cannot be required there except she either 
fears or is resolved upon hostilities. The 
war, if attempted by Russia, will be at- 
tempted as a last desperate effort to re 
alizo tlic hopes of Russian czars and 
•.talesmen since the days of I'eter the 
( ireat. As long as Russia had 110 rival 
for the acquisition of Constantinople she 
folt that time was on her side, and that a 
masterly inactivity was the course best 
calculated for the ultimate realization of her 
wishes. But the political problem pre- 
sented by European Turkey is now wholly 
changed. Russia has no longer to contend 
with the "sick man." She is brought 
face to face with the powerful empire of 
Austria, aided, possibly, if not actively, 
I. y the empire ofCermaiiy. Russia will 
i ot dare to employ her whole forces 
against Austria so long as (lermany 
chooses to keep a large army of observa- 
tion in I'oseu. It is a mistake to suppose 
thai Mr. Gladstone's meeting with the 
r/.ar pointed to a northern alliance Mr. 
I iladstone, no doubt, takes a much more 
enlightened view of the Russian situation 
than did his predecessor, but Mr. Glad- 
stone, no more than any other British 
Kiutesmeti, will make the empire subser- 
vient. It is true his policy in European 
Turkey is not favorable to Austrian ag 
.^cession, but it is equally opposed to the 
policy of Russia. Russia has during the 
past twenty years extended her empire at 
i in? expense of I'ersia, at the expense of 
Turkistan and o| China, she is the only 
power that at all threatens British ail 
Ihority in India, and it is not all likely 
that any English ministry will ally itself 
with Russia. Mr. Gladstone ma) seek to 
discourage war, an I to secure a settlement 
of pending difficulties by the concerted 
notion of the European powers, but he 
will certainly not form an alliance with 
Russia against Germany and Austria. 
The chances of an alliance with France 
are very much greater, but the French re- 
public, apart from its government, lias 
shown a great disinclination to en 
gage in military enterprises. It is well 
known that the chamber of deputies did 
not favor the Tunis expedition, and it is 
believed the present chamber is quite as 
averse to the policy in Tonquin and Mada 
gascar. It is not at all improbable should 
war occur between Russia mid France on 
the one side, and Germany, Austria and 
Italy upon the other, that China would 
join the Austro-German alliance The 
Chinese Government have always re- 
gre'-ted the cession of the valley of the 
Amoorto Russia, and it is not improbable 
that under German inspiration the Chin- 
ese would make an effort to regain their 
lost territory. Russia is to day much 
weaker throughout Servia, Bulgaria and 
Roumanta than she was seven years ago, 
and it is pretty obvious that the forces of 
the Sultan wmild be much more likely to 
side with Germany than with Russia In 
tile present condition of Europe it is cer- 
tain that Prince Bismarck has thoroughly 
mastered its political geography, and con 
trolsthe political situation. The treaty 
of Berlin has proved a greater disaster to 
Russia than the Crimean defeat. She 
made war with Turkey: she defeated the 
armies ot the Sultan; she marched her 
troops to the gate of C tistatit iiiople. ami 
her position to day is darker than it has 
been at any tune since Nap. .Icon invaded 
Roland, should Russia decline a contlict 
with Austria, she must abandon nil hope 
of aggrandisement south oi the Danube 
Should she enter the cottllict she may he 
obliged to tight the troops ,,r Van Molrke 
before Warsaw, or even at the gates ot 
Moscow. 

BEYOND THE ROCKIES. 
Notos of a Trip to British Columbia. 

i Toronto I !lobe, l>. t. .. I 

Mr. Alexander, of the National Invest- 
ment Company, who has recently returned 
from a trip to the Pacilic coast, gave some 
interesting notes of his experience to a 
Globe reporter. .Mr. Alexander went by 
t he I'nion Pacific to San Francisco, and 
returned by the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way. Passing through Illinois, [own, and 
Nebraska, towards the end of the second 
week of dune, lie observed that the cum 
crop was only six inches above ground, 
the land very wet with furrows tilled with 
water. After descending westward from 
the Cascades the scene presented a sink 
in« change, the reapers being busy in vast 
Ileitis of wheat , etc. The San Francisco 
and Portland, Oregon, papers were en- 
gaged in discussing the effect ot the 
opening of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
the latter claiming that with a direct 
through route to the East, and the pro 
ductive valleys of the State of Oregon at 
its back, it must become a great commer 
oial centre.. The Northern Pacific Rail- 
way's real terminus, however, is not at 
Portland, but on Ptiget Sound, to reach 
which they avoid the dangerous shifting 
sand-hanks on the bar of the Columbia 
River. New Tncoma and Seattle are con- 
nected with the Northern Pacific Railway. 
Tlie.se towns possess good harbors, and 
both have coal mines in operation. Real 
estate is booming in these places quite as 
lively as in Portland. Large colliers were 
loading at Seattle for San Francisco, etc. 

MAGNIFICKNT SCKS-KKV I.N I'll K HOI' ND. 

The scenery from Tacoina north wards, 
down the Sound, is very beautiful. In 
clear weather the higher peaks of the 
Cascade range are in full view; these are 
Mounts Tacoma, Hood, Adams and Raker 
■ hi the right, and on the left the Olymp- 
ian range of snow capped mountains ris- 
ing up from the south shore of the Straits 
ofFuca. 

From Port Townsend— the last port 
touched at on the I'nited States side it.

The situation of Victoria and the sur- 
rounding scenery ami climate combine 
in making it a most desirable place of 
residence. The population is 7,000, of 
which 1,200 are Chinese and two or three

Even cur- 
rants, raspberries and blackberries re- 
quire three years before they will 
yield well. Apples and pears often 
disappoint the experienced w ho. set out 
their first trees. Apples need ut least 
ten years before tin y conn) into bear 
ing — standard pears from five to eight 
years.
